Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The Search Report of November 11, 2004 for the European Application 03 10 4164 
indicates Japanese Patent 2000 352320 as an "X" reference against claims 1-4, and indicates 
U.S. Patent 4,773,846 as a "Y" reference against claim 7. With regard to amended claim 1, the 
Japanese Patent 2000-352320 discloses plural tubular elements 12 with nozzles 17, but does not 
disclose that the tubular elements have an inner space with the nozzles arranged on the inside of 
the tubular elements and oriented to inject into the inner space of the tubular elements. With 
regard to amended claim 7, U.S. Patent 4,773,846 discloses plural tubular elements 250, but does 
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not disclose that the plural tubular elements are arranged essentially parallel to the direction of 
flow of the intake airstream, and does not disclose at least two carrying walls arranged 
essentially perpendicular to the direction of flow of the intake airstream, into which at least two 
carrying walls the tubular elements are incorporated so that the tubular elements pass through the 
at least two carrying walls.
